Inspectors highlight 
college shortcomings 

EDUCATION officials have criticised Harlow College after finding a 
class of more than 100 students and unqualified tutors during a recent 
inspection. 

A report by the Office for Standards in Education said the college had 
failed to make sufficient progress in three key areas and too much 
emphasis was placed on teaching rather than learning. 

But the inspectors have also praised staff enthusiasm towards the 
controversial teaching and learning strategy introduced by principal 
Colin Hindmarch , pictured above .

A HOMELESS man brutally 
beaten by a gang of thugs as 
he slept in Harlow town centre 
said this week he feared his 
attackers were going to kill 
him. 

Bob Collier now says he has no 
option but to sleep elsewhere in 
case those responsible for the sick¬ 
ening attack return. 

The 52-year-old, who grew up in 
Harlow, spoke out after he was kicked 
and punched in a violent, unprovoked 
assault while he slept rough at the back 
of Barclays Bank in Terminus Street. 

The ordeal left him needing hospital 
treatment for a broken nose, gashed 
face and bruised ribs. 

Speaking to the Star as he recovered 
at the town’s homeless centre 
Streets2Homes, Mr Collier said: “I 
thought that was it. I can’t sleep in the 
town any more; one day I will get 
kicked to death.”

Mr Collier, who has been living 
rough in the town for two years follow¬ 
ing his divorce, was sleeping in card¬ 
board boxes in a service alley outside 
the bank when he was set upon in the 
early hours of Thursday. 

“All of a sudden it was ‘bam, bam, 
bam’ and it all kicked off,” he said. 
“They were effing and blinding and 
basically just using me as a football. 

“I think they were doing it for a 
laugh and thought I looked like I would 
be good to kick around. 

“I thought ‘God, if they have knives 
I am going to cop it’, but thankfully 
they didn’t. 

“It went on for a while and then they 
just left and walked off. I waited and 


then got up and went across to the hos¬ 
pital.” 

Mr Collier reported the attack to 
homeless centre manager Patsy Dye the 
following morning but said he had not 
contacted the police because he 
believes they will not be able to find 
his attackers. 

“This sort of thing happens a lot and 
it’s getting worse in Harlow,” he said. 

Mrs Dye said the attack was despica¬ 
ble and added: “People don’t deserve to 
be beaten up just because they have 
nothing.” 

A spokesman for Harlow police said 
all attacks should be reported to the 
police so they can be investigated thor¬ 
oughly.

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Votes victory gives 
Tories pole position 

D.. /»ume uacc Mr Danvers said: “I have promised to 

save The Square and to that end I hope 
to be going to County Hall very soon to 
press the case. 

“Nearly 2,000 signatures have been 
collected in the past few weeks and we 
hope that county councillors will hear 
our views and have a change of heart.” 

Joint council leader Tony Durcan 
(Labour) blamed his party’s poor result 
on voter apathy, adding: “Although this 
is a disappointing result, we’ve proven 
we are a good administration and we’re 
confident we can turn this around.” 

The night ended in disappointment 
for the Liberal Democrats who finished 
fourth behind the Respect candidate in 
Toddbrook. 

Joint council leader Chris Millington 
(Lib Dem) claimed Labour were “fortu¬ 
nate” to win Little Parndon and Hare 
Street and accused the Tories of “buy¬ 
ing” Toddbrook. 

“Considering the amount of money 
Conservative Central Office has poured 
into this constituency ahead of the next 
election they will surely be disappointed 
to have only scraped home in Toddbrook 
while slipping back significantly in 
Little Parndon & Hare Street,” he said. 


Dy umvu ivivoo 
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JUBILANT Conservatives were 
celebrating after victory in one 
of two Harlow Council by-elec¬ 
tions made them the single 
biggest party on the authority. 

Tory candidate David Carter won the 
previously Labour-held Toddbrook seat 
by 15 votes. 

Labour held onto its seat in Little 
Parndon and Hare Street with former 
council leader Michael Danvers chalk¬ 
ing up a 196-vote majority. 

The results mean the Conservatives 
now have 13 seats in the council cham¬ 
ber compared to Labour’s 11, the 
Liberal Democrats’ eight, and one inde¬ 
pendent. 

However, the council remains under 
the joint control of Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats. 

Thursday’s elections followed the 
deaths of Labour veterans Jack Jesse, 
who died in August, and Roy Collyer, 
who passed away the following month.

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MP bucks trend by cutting 
his Parliamentary expenses 



IN contrast to Bill 
Rammell's economising, 
Conservative MP for 
Epping Forest Eleanor 
Laing, pictured left, 
claimed almost 
£12,000 more than the 
previous year. 

Her expenses for 2006- 
07 totalled £134,308, 
although she spent just 
£598 on postage. 


The highest amount 
claimed by an MP was 
Labour's Shahid Malik, 
who received £185,421. 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown claimed 
£135,525, Conservative 
leader David Cameron 
£143,385 and acting 
Liberal Democrat 
leader Vincent Cable 
£122,242. 


THE amount of money claimed by 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell in Parlia¬ 
mentary expenses has dropped by 
more than £10,000. 

New figures show that between 
April 2006 and March 2007 Mr 
Rammell, the Government’s higher 
and further education minister, was 
paid a total of £140,556 in allowances 
in addition to his basic MP’s salary of 
£60,277. 

The sum to reimburse Mr 
Rammell’s costs for staying away 
from home, running an office, work- 
related travel, stationery and postage, 
compares with his claim for 
£151,377 in the previous financial 
year. 

The MP’s biggest saving was in his 
use of the postal service. During 
2005-06 he spent £18,267 on postage 
- the third-highest amount at 
Westminster - but this time around 
the bill for stamps was a mere £8,744. 

Mr Rammell’s more prudent 
spending comes against an average 


five per cent rise in expenses claims 
by MPs. 

Mr Rammell told the Star he made 
no apology for sending letters to con¬ 
stituents but said he had tried to 
reduce his postal outgoings by send¬ 
ing emails and using the telephone. 

“I and my team have been deter¬ 
mined over the last year to reduce 
costs as much as possible and 
improve the value for money of the 
service I provide to constituents,” he 


added. “We have made progress and I 
aim to continue that this year.” 

Robert Halfon, the Conservative 
prospective Parliamentary candidate 
for Harlow who last year criticised 
Mr Rammell’s postal bill, said he was 
glad the MP had tightened his purse 
strings. 

However, he added: “If you com¬ 
pare his expenses with those of other 
Essex MPs they still look very much 
on the high side.”

Other vehicles targeted 
included a Peugeot 207, a 
Vauxhall Astra and a Renault 
Scenic. 

PC Georgette Beckett, of 
Harlow police, said: “This is 
mindless idiotic damage which 
has caused the owners a great 
deal of inconvenience and cost.”

0 PART-time art foundation student Debbie 
Longville (42), of Sheering Road, Old Harlow, 
contacted the Star to voice her concerns about 
both her education and that of her 18-year-old 
son studying A-levels. 

“We are supposed to have a dedicated tutor for 
a full day a week,” she said. “We have been 
counting the time and we are lucky if we get 
one-and-a-half hours a week. The teaching 
staff are brilliant but you can see the 
incredible stress they are under. 

“My son had a textile tutor taking one of his 
English lessons. She made them create 
posters; he’s looking at going to university 
next year and he was drawing posters 
“I would definitely say the changes have 
affected our education. Unless the changes can 
be proved to have worked, I just can’t 
recommend it.” 

# ANTHONY Edwards, of Felmongers, 
Harlow, said: “It is concerning that, despite 
being led to believe by statements from Mr 
Hindmarch that recruitment to vacant posts 
would be completed in preparation for the 
return of students at the beginning of 
September, as late as last week the college 
was still advertising for 15 tutor and senior 
tutor posts.” 

• HARLOW MP Bill Rammell said: “Ofsted 
has highlighted areas of concern and the 
college, with new external support, should 
respond to those. 

“Clearly, there has been some progress but a 
lot more is needed. A number of students and 
parents have contacted me about their 
concerns, many of which are reflected in the 
Ofsted report, and I have raised them with 
both the college and the Learning and Skills 
Council. 

“I intend to continue meeting with the college 
regularly in order to monitor the progress that 
is being made.”

COLLEGE principal Colin Hindmarch 
has started his second year at the helm with 
a damning report from Government insp¬ 
ectors. 

Officials from the Office for Standards in 
Education reported that one teaching group con¬ 
tained more than 100 students. 

The inspectors also said that some subjects were woe¬ 
fully understaffed, despite a promise from Mr Hindmarch 
that a full quota of qualified staff would be in place by 
September after more than 100 experienced lecturers 

_ were made redundant or left 

their posts in July. 

They concluded the college 
had made “insufficient progress” 
in all three inspected areas - 
quality of provision, leadership 
and management plus achieve¬ 
ment and standards. 

The report states: “Some 80 
teaching staff within the college 
are new in post. The majority of 
these are new to teaching and 
many have no teaching qualifi¬ 
cations, particularly those 
recruited to the new tutor role ... 
many of these staff have joined 
very recently and have had a 
minimum amount of prepara¬ 
tion.” 

Although recognising the loss 
of many experienced staff, the 
report praises the new strength 
of communication between 
teaching staff, management and 
students to discuss problems and 
further compliments staff for 
their enthusiasm towards Mr 
Hindmarch’s strategy. 

But the inspectors, who visit-

ed the college in September, said 
too much emphasis was placed 
on teaching rather than learning 
and there were poorly defined 
roles for those responsible for 
mentoring trainee tutors. 

Speaking to the Star yesterday 
(Wednesday), Mr Hindmarch 
said: “We are working to ensure 
that all our teaching staff will get 
the relevant teaching qualifica¬ 
tions as soon as possible. 

“We are now being compared 
to other sixth form colleges and 
we haven’t quite closed the gap 
yet.” 

When asked whether employ¬ 
ing so many staff without teach¬ 
ing qualifications would help to 
close the gap, Mr Hindmarch 
responded: “Yes”. 

Asked if he believed he had 
taken the right course of action 
to implement his strategy, he 
said: “With the benefit of hind¬ 
sight, if I knew then what I know 
now I would have done certain 
things differently, yes.”

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Privacy fear 
fails to halt 
house plan 

COUNCIL planning chiefs 
have given the go-ahead 
for a new house despite 
complaints from 
neighbours about privacy 
issues. 

On Tuesday members of 
Harlow Council’s planning 
committee granted 
permission for the four- 
bedroom semi to be built 
in Burnett Park, off 
Parsloe Road. 

Two objectors addressed 
councillors to raise their 
concerns that the house 
would overlook their 
properties. 

One of them, Brian Fox, 
said: “When we bought 
our house we did so 
because of its location but 
four years on you’re 
allowing someone to build 
something that’s quite 
intrusive. It’s undermining 
what we paid an awful lot 
of money to achieve.” 
However, council 
planning officer Ian 
Tremayne said the 
application complied with 
council policies and 
recommended approval. 

The application was 
agreed by five votes to 
two. 


Firefighter hero 
of blaze 


AN off-duty firefighter saved his 
neighbour’s life by dragging her 
from her burning, smoke-filled 
home after finding her unconscious. 

Mark Roythome (41) was at his Orchard 
Croft home in Old Harlow on Monday after¬ 
noon when a neighbour alerted him to a blaze 
two doors away. 

He smashed down the blazing house’s patio 
door and dragged the woman to safety. 

Mr Roythome, who is a retained firefighter 
based at the Old Harlow station, said: “I ran up 
and my next door neighbour’s grandson was 
trying to get in through the front door but it was 
locked and wouldn’t budge so I ran around the 
back where I could see there was a well devel¬ 
oped fire in the kitchen. 

“There was no way I could get in that way so 
I went to the patio doors which open into the 
living room.” 

“They are double-glazed but I found a broom 
and used the handle to start bashing the glass 
and after about six goes it eventually shattered. 

“I could see a dog was inside. I called him 
out but he wouldn’t move and that is what 
made me think there was someone in there 
and the dog was guarding them. 

“I just went into firefighter mode, took a

deep breath and ran in.” 

He found his neighbour passed out on the 
sofa before dragging her outside, where she 
was treated by paramedics for smoke inhala¬ 
tion. 

The woman was given the all-clear on 
Tuesday but she and her family were unable to 
return to their home due to the extent 
fire damage. 

Mr Roythome added: “I think that if 
hadn’t got her out she could easily have 
suffocated; the smoke was thick and had 
just reached the level of the sofa where 
she was lying. 

“If I hadn’t been there and wasn’t 
trained as a firefighter this could i 
easily have been a far more tragic A 
incident. ^ 

“I don’t feel like a hero; I was ^ 
just doing my job because I’m 
trained to deal with this kind of thing. 

“My neighbour’s grandson, Daniel 
Wernham, was also a great help in 
getting our way in so he needs 
thanking.”

Having attended the recent council-led 
tenants forum meeting, perhaps both 
councillors should spend more time 
consulting and listening to their tenants.

Are tenants 
not able to chair meetings? Tenants do 
not prepare the agenda for these 
meetings. Why not? They attend these 
quarterly meetings with the sole intention 


of raising important matters that affect 
them and their community. With the 
current apathy shown by residents, the 
council should cherish their input. 

If the council is serious about consulting 
tenants then it should invest in a fully 
funded and independent tenants and 
leaseholders federation where the 
membership have a vote on important 
matters and are willing to pay a full part 
in the running of both their community 
and the town. Will this happen? The 
answer is, of course, no. 

In my view, if the current process of so- 
called consultation does not change soon, 
the views of tenants and leaseholders on 
such important issues as the introduction 
of tenant and leaseholder service charges, 


the provision of locally based repairs and 
street scene services and the provision of 
social affordable housing will be lost and 
replaced by the views of unelected bodies 
such as the 2020 Partnership and Harlow 
Renaissance. 

I also believe that tenants and 
leaseholders would have voiced major 
concerns about the £250,000 that the 
council has just written off. 

I would hope that both councillors 
Millington and Hall, whatever their views 
on the state of this town, would prefer to 
hear the views of their constituents 
rather than the unelected corporate 
sector.

Home truths 

SIR, In response to the letter 
from J. Cameron (Letters, 
October 4) on the subject of 


housing, there are a lot of us 
who were not born and bred in 
Harlow. The fact that there is not 
enough public housing stock is 
hardly the fault of immigrants 
that are coming to Harlow. 

Public housing in Harlow has 
been an issue since the 1960s 
when it was realised there was 
not going to be enough housing 
stock for the fast-growing, 


second generation of that era. 
Lay the blame where it belongs 
- with your MPs, councillors 
and Prime Minister. Public 
housing stock stopped being 
built in the Thatcher years and, 
guess what, New Labour carried 
on that policy. 

I am American. Like most 
immigrants I pay taxes here but 
can’t vote. In fact I have paid 
taxes here for eight years and I 
have been a teacher in this town 
for seven. 

Ask your self how many of our 
pregnant 16-year-olds are going 
to get housed in the new chic 
developments off Fifth Avenue 
or New Hall? 

How much of our public money 
goes towards financing new 
housing development which, in 
all honesty, has very little to do 
with housing Harlowites? 

At my school I work with 
immigrant students and their 
families coming into our area. 
Many of them at our school are 
Asian or African. One of the 
first things their parents do after 
finding housing is to get their 
kids a library card. How many 
“born and bred” Harlow kids 
these days have a library card? 
Many of these parents clean the 
floors at Sainsbury or at the 
Harvey Centre and, don’t speak 
English well, yet they give their 
children the aspiration to get a 
university education. 

We have 11 per cent functional 
adult illiteracy in Harlow; 11 out 
of 100 adults here cannot read or 
write. Can they read a ballot 
paper or election literature? 

And yet my Zimbabwean, 
Ghanian and Chinese colleagues 
who teach science, ICT and 
maths, my Greek dentist, my 


Nigerian GP and my South 
African midwife contribute 
taxes, culture and skills that all 
“born and bred” Harlowites, 
desperately need. 

We don’t need racist rubbish. We 
do need an interested, active and 
literate electorate who won’t be 
satisfied with pointing a finger 
at the Asian or African family 
that has just moved in next door.

ANGRY residents have accused 
Harlow Council of dragging its 
heels after travellers set up 
camp at Church Langley. 

Residents living opposite Old 
London Road say they have not had 
an undisturbed night’s sleep since 
the travellers moved there last 
week. 

They claim the group plays music, 
revs engines, lights bonfires and swear 
well into the night. And they say the 15 


or so occupants have been using a near¬ 
by underpass as a toilet. 

Now fed-up householders are criticis¬ 
ing the council for not doing more to 
move the travellers on. 

One resident, who didn’t want to be 
named for fear of reprisals, said: “I look 
directly out on them and I have been 


woken up nearly every night. 

“I have been told they are going but 
Harlow Council is waiting to find out 
who owns the land. It's not good enough 
really; they should know who owns the 
land.” 

Another resident said: “It looks a 
mess; there's litter everywhere. I don't 


mind them being there but when they 
don’t respect their environment or take 
into consideration other people, that’s 
when I start wishing they were gone.” 

Local ward councillor Tony Hall 
agreed it was taking too long to evict the 
travellers. “To my way of thinking that 
area is part of the highway and nobody 
should be there, traveller or not. This is 
an issue we need to deal with.” 

A council spokesman said officers 
had visited the site with police and 
Essex County Council officials and it is 
in the process of establishing the owner¬ 
ship of the land. 

“Following this we will be consider¬ 
ing our legal options in relation to the 
encampment,” he added. 


Shopkeepers fear loss 
of free parking spaces 


ANGRY shopkeepers 
have blasted regener¬ 
ation plans for Old 
Harlow amid fears 
free customer car 
parking will be 
scrapped. 

The Old Harlow 
Shopkeepers’ 
Association is con¬ 
cerned proposals by 
Harlow Renaissance 
to remove the Wayre 
Street car park to 
make way for a new 
health centre will 
drive customers away 
from the High Street. 


Now the group 
has launched a sur¬ 
vey inviting shop¬ 
pers to share their 
opinions on the 
plans in a bid to 
safeguard the park¬ 
ing bays. 

Association sec¬ 
retary Sharon Saldi- 
ray, owner of Sweet 
Delights, told the 
Star : “The traders 
and shoppers of Old 
Harlow are unani¬ 
mous in their oppo¬ 
sition to these plans. 

“There’s no doubt 
it will adversely 
affect our business. 
People have enough

Firework warning 
penned by Bernie 



T HIS weekend the centuries- 
old tradition of Bonfire Night 
will be celebrated by families 
across the area. 

Our picture, kindly submitted by a Star 
reader, shows local children collecting 
pennies for the guy outside The Regal 
cinema in Templefields in the 1950s. 

This once-common site is now a rarity. And 
while Guy Fawkes night may date back 
centuries, the way in which it is marked has 
changed over recent years. 

Go out on November 5 this year and you are 
less likely to see smoke from bonfires than 
experience the colourful displays, bangs and 
crackles of fireworks. 

In the 1960s, when the market for home 
fireworks was beginning to take off, 

Harefield resident Bernie Walker was a 
Harlow newsagent with his own store in The 
Hoo. Over the years the business gained a 
degree of notoriety for its imaginative 
gimmicks, some of which made national 
news. 

“Although we sold fireworks I decided to 
support the National Campaign for Firework 
Reform by displaying a parody of the fifth of 
November rhyme,” said Bernie. The verse 
went: 


Remember remember the 
fifth of November, 

The fireworks you’re buying 
should not, 

Be let off in the street or 
thrown at feet, 

If you do silly things you’re a clot. 

Remember remember the 
fifth of November, 

Is the night for the burning of Guys, 

It isn’t a joke to frighten old folk 
And please keep them away 
from your eyes! 

Bernie told Nostalgia : “The rhyme was 
reproduced in the press at the time and I 
remember it causing some amusement among 
my customers - but there was a serious 
message. I said at the time I would like to see 
a law forbidding the sale of fireworks until a 
week before bonfire night and I would still 
support the idea.”

EU's threat to 
housing plan 


CONSULTATION on a con¬ 
troversial blueprint to build 
more than half a million 
homes on land throughout 
the region - including at 
Harlow North - has been 
extended amid fears the 
plans could be illegal under 
EU law. 

Concern has been raised about 
the impact on wildlife species in 
the area of the East of England 
Plan, which could see a town the 
size of St Albans built to the 
north of Harlow by 2021. 

Now the Government Office of 
the East of England is making 
changes to the plans, re-jigging 
where the houses will be distributed 
for fear that European Union offi¬ 
cials may overturn the entire project 
for falling foul of a recent directive 
designed to safeguard protected

habitats from inappropriate develop¬ 
ment. 

As a result, consultation on the 
plans which was due to end this 
autumn has now been extended until 
December. 

Officials say the adjustments will 
not affect the overall level of growth 
for the region - 505,000 new homes. 

However, the news has raised 
hopes among campaigners hoping to 
stave off the development of up to 
25,000 homes currently earmarked 
between Harlow, Eastwick and 
Gilston. 

They were exasperated after the 
land - much of it Green Belt - was 
once again set aside for development 
by the Government, despite it being 
removed from the plan by an inde¬ 
pendent panel of inspectors specifi¬ 


cally tasked with analysing the 
impact of proposals last year. 

Nigel Clark, secretary of pressure 
group STOP Harlow North, wel¬ 
comed the additional consultation 
and said the work done so far by the 
Government Office to assess the 
plan’s impact was “woefully inade¬ 
quate”. 

“In our response to the last public 
consultation, we and others pointed 
out that the Habitats Directive report 
accompanying the plan was not fit 
for purpose and that an appropriate 
assessment of the likely significant 
impacts on nationally important 
wildlife sites should have been pre¬ 
pared,” he said. 

“The Government can adopt the 
plan only after having ascertained 
that it will not adversely affect the 
integrity of the sites concerned - in 
our case the Lee Valley and, we 
believe, the meads along the Stort 
Valley - and having obtained the 
opinion of the general public.” 


Donors dig deep to help Scouts 


GENEROUS donors have 
secured the future of a 
trouble-plagued Scout 
group by digging deep to 
help fund security devices 
for its den. 

Trevor Chappell, group 
leader of Harlow’s 1st 
Kingsmoor troop, said he

£ 2 , 000 . 

The donations include a 


£1,300 CCTV system as 
well as money which will 
go towards buying outdoor 
lights and other gadgets for 
the den aimed at putting an 
end to recent youth-related 
nuisance problems. 

“We are all really 
touched and we are arrang¬ 
ing a day for everybody to 
come down to the Scout 
den so the children can say 
thank-you in person to 
them,” said Mr Chappell.

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Girl (14) lied 
about being 
'touched' by 
shop optician 


AN optician falsely accused 
of indecently assaulting a 
schoolgirl has walked free 
from court after a year-long 
ordeal. 

Harbhajan Singh (25) was 
cleared of sexual activity with a 
child by a jury at Chelmsford 
Crown Court after it heard the 
alleged victim had made up the 
allegation after being told by Mr 
Singh she would have to wear 
spectacles. 

Stephanie Farrimond, prosecuting, 
said the claims against Mr Singh 
were made after he carried out an eye 
test on the 14-year-old girl at Boots, in 
Broad Walk, Harlow, last October. 

Miss Farrimond said the girl 
claimed that while carrying out the 
examination, Mr Singh pulled up her 
skirt and touched her thigh. When

they left the consulting room, Mr 
Singh stood directly in front of the girl 
and discussed with her mother what 
sort of frames she should have. 

But as they were about to leave the 
store, the girl made the allegation to 
her mother. They returned to the 
reception desk and the mother com¬ 
plained. 

Mr Singh denied any wrongdoing 
and said the girl was imagining 
things, to which the girl shouted “You 
know you did! You’re lying!” 

When questioned by police after 
being arrested eight days later, Mr 
Singh said the girl had reacted very 
emotionally when told she would have 
to wear glasses. After she started cry¬ 
ing, he tried to calm her down and pat¬ 
ted her on the shoulder but he denied 


touching the girl’s skirt, blouse or 
thigh. 

Giving evidence via a video link 
the girl, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, said: “He started dab¬ 
bing my forehead with his fingers 
and asking if I was hot and I said no. 
He dabbed the back of my neck and 
asked if I was hot and again I said no. 

“He pulled my skirt up and started 
touching me on the thigh. He moved 
his hand up and down my thigh and 
asked me if my leg was hot. I think I 
said no but I can’t remember.

Demand for more talks 
on Post Office closures 


A LAST-ditch attempt to save 31 Essex 
Post Offices earmarked for closure - 
including two in Epping - has been 
made with a direct appeal to a 
Government minister and the boss of 
Royal Mail. 

Essex County Council leader Lord 
Hanningfield, along with 13 MPs 
including Epping Forest’s Eleanor 
Laing, have signed a joint letter to trade 
and industry secretary John Hutton and 
Royal Mail chief executive Adam 
Crozier calling for the cost-cutting pro¬ 
gramme to be halted. 

They are calling for a current public 


consultation exercise over the planned 
closures which is due to end on 
November 19, to be extended by six 
months to allow a better analysis of the 
impact on local communities.

“It is complete nonsense that people 
have only had six weeks to respond to 
this consultation. 

“We feel that the true implications of 
these closures have not been thought 
through or alternative solutions consid¬ 
ered and with just two weeks left until 
the end of the consultation there is not 
enough time to do this.”

H ousing is a basic element of any 
civilised society. I want Harlow's 
next generation to have access to a 
decent home at a price they can afford. 

But there are 5,500 families on our 
council waiting list and a lot of people 
have simply not registered because the 
wait is so long. 

We do need more new homes but it's just as 
important that we get the mix and size of 
homes right as well as the number.

Who's that Guy 
on the bonfire? 


MANY of you will spend Monday 
night enjoying a firework display 
and bonfire but do you know why 
we “remember, remember the fifth 
of November” every year? 

We have to go back 400 years for the 
reason. In 1605 a group of people - 
among them one called Guy Fawkes 
- secretly plotted to kill King James I 
by blowing up the Houses of 
Parliament in London. 

They planned to fill a cellar beneath 
the House of Lords with 36 barrels of 
gunpowder which would have 
reduced most of the buildings to 
rubble and killed everyone inside, 
including the king. 

But one of the group warned his 
brother-in-law not to attend 
Parliament on that fateful day of 
November 5. 

This aroused suspicion among the 
authorities who ordered an inspection 


of the area around the old Palace of 
Westminster on the evening of 
November 4. There soldiers 
discovered Fawkes, pictured right, 
guarding the cellar in 
preparation for the 
attempted assassination. 

They searched him and 
found a watch, matches and touch 
paper which he would have used to 
ignite the barrels of gunpowder. 
Fawkes was arrested and owned up 
to the conspiracy to kill the king. 

He and his co-plotters were 
executed and ever since 
people in England have 
celebrated the day the plot 
was foiled with fireworks and 
bonfires, on top of which a 
Guy - traditionally made 
from straw and old 
clothes - is sat to 
represent Guy 
Fawkes.

MP supports 
tighter rules 
for migrants 


HARLOW MP Bill 
Rammell has accepted the 
conclusions of a recent 
Government report into 
immigration which 
indicated a need to tighten 
up restrictions on the influx 
of migrant workers coming 
to the UK. 

At the same time another 
official report made to the 
Home Office’s Migration 
Impacts Forum claims 
economic immigration has 
“clear benefits”" for the UK. 
That report also pointed out that 
recently-arrived overseas workers 
from eastern Europe have not 
contributed to higher 
unemployment rates among UK- 
born citizens. 

Official labour market statistics 
included in the report show that in 
the final quarter of 2006 migrant 
workers accounted for 12.5 per cent 
of the working population - up 
from 7.4 per cent a decade ago. 
However, it adds that the lowest 
paid unskilled workers can

experience a drop in wages because 
of the influx and admits that it is 
difficult to assess the effect of 
immigration on gross domestic 
product per head. 

Critics have also pointed out the 
report highlights serious concerns 
over the extra pressures put on 
housing, health services and 
education provision as a direct 
result of immigration, problems 
which Mr Rammell said the 
Government was already actively 
working to tackle 
He told the Star: “This report 
demonstrates that there are clear 
economic benefits to migration but 
it also shows that there are some 
real community pressures around 
public services and wages. 

“The Government set the forum up 
precisely to look at how we strike 
the right balance between the 
economic benefits and the wider 
community impact. I’ve held a 
number of coffee mornings across 
Harlow because I know constituents 
are concerned about this issue. 
“Most people I’ve spoken to 


welcome the fact that we've 
tightened up the rules and 
introduced far greater restrictions 
on Bulgarian and Romanian 
workers and that this is how we 
have to move forward.” 

Mark Allison, of the East of 
England Development Agency, said 
that overseas workers were critical 
to the UK economy and suggested 
the need to educate migrants on 
community values, acceptable 
behaviour and working practices 
before they arrive in the country to 
reduce any negative impact they 
may have. 

“We must keep in mind at all times 
the benefits that migrant workers 
bring to this country,” he said. “The 
key issue is to ensure that we 
support new community members 
to lessen the additional pressures 
they may place on public services 
that are already often stretched. 

“We are working with partners to 
provide potential migrants with 
information and advice before they 
arrive in the UK. In doing so, 
migrants can be made aware of 
their rights and responsibilities 
including what is considered to be 
acceptable behaviour in the UK.”

Few people these days still refer to 
Harlow as the New Town. It doesn't take 
much to recognise that it's hardly very 
modern or shiny any more. But all those 
years ago r when masterplanner Sir 
Frederick Gibberd was first getting to 
work on what is probably his most 
celebrated, and to some, reviled project, 
it was a very different matter. For toiday's 
generation it's hard to imagine that 
before Harlow was built the place we now 
know to be Old Harlow was the largest and 
most important of the 10 parishes of the 
old Epping Rural District. But one man is 
providing us with an insight from the 
grave as the recollections of the late 
Fleet Street journalist Jim Priest, penned 
in the early 1980s, have been published. 


F ROM today’s vantage point, 
the past can appear to be a 
truly alien place. 

“The dividing line between grocery and 
provisions was scrupulously observed, 
as the full-length counter on one side of 
the shop produced sugar, rice, dried fruit 
and tinned goods and opposite to it was 
the counter for bacon, butter, lard and 
ham. 

“At each counter, one or two chairs were 
placed so that elderly and weary customers - 
some of whom may have walked four or five 
miles to the shop - might be seated while 
they were served.” 

Not exactly the one-stop, car-orientated 
shopping experience most of us are used to 
in this day and age. 

But, hard as it may be to imagine, that is 
what a trip to the shops was like growing up 
in Harlow in the early 1900s; at least, that’s

Life and times of a 
quiet country town 



how Jim Priest remembered it. 

The memory is just one he recorded when 
writing his second book depicting life in a 
bygone era in the town - a book he never 
saw published. 

But thanks to the dedicated work of local 
historians, Harlow Recollections - a 
follow up to the earlier Parndon 
Recollections published in 1980 - is now 
completed and available for all to 
purchase. 

Introduced and edited by Harlow Civic 
Society chairman Ron Bill, the little book 
is a verbatim transcription of a manuscript 
written by Priest which takes the form of a 
circular tour of Harlow, Harlow Common 
and Potter Street. 

Thumbing through its pages, it soon 
becomes clear it’s the local characters and 
businesses which set the old and the new 
apart. 

Stationmasters Charles Samuel Vassae 
Cudbird and Charles Nibloe, along with 
postman George Searle of Burnt Mill, who 
moonlighted as the town’s self-appointed 
lay evangelist, are among the subjects of 
Priest’s pen portraits. 

A lso featured are Harlow’s leading 
doctors of the time, brothers 
Thomas Montague Day and 
Francis Newcombe Day, who worked 
together for 40 years out of their Mulberry 
Green home. They were among the first in 
the town to have cars - with a chauffer- 
driven Model T Ford and a two-seater 
Morris, respectively - although Priest 
reveals that the very first vehicle was a 
1905 Vauxhall owned by Ben Todhunter, 
of The Wayre. 

The book goes on to dip in and out the 
lives of others; Lieutenant Neville 
Marshall, a popular veterinary surgeon 
who served in the army throughout the 
Great War but was killed just a day or two 
before the Armistice and was awarded the 
Victoria Cross posthumously; E P Horsey, 
headmaster of the original Harlow College 
from 1904-35; and Frank Smith, the 
popular tax collector - no, really - who 
one Friday night in 1923 disappeared, 
never to be seen again. 

Also lost are the businesses such as the 
gentleman’s outfitter, the tobacconist and 
confectioner, the baker and the fishmonger 
Priest recalls, now replaced by curry 
houses, Chinese restaurants and estate 
agencies. 

Samuel Young and Sons, of Mulberry 
Green - The Tesco Extra of its day - was a 
grocery, drapery, millinery, outfitters and a 
favourite with Priest’s mother but is also 
long gone, as is Harlow’s own brewery, 
Chaplin’s, which closed in the early 1920s; 
its premises became the Windolite glass 
substitute factory. 

It is also interesting to note, despite the 




: 
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quaint and sleepy picture Priest paints of 
the town, that Bush Fair was described as 
“a great occasion for drunkenness and 
lechery, as well as attracting all kinds of 
doubtful characters from London’s East 
End.” 

T he gems of information fill 59 

pages and you’d be hard-pressed to 
find anyone as pleased with the 
production as Mr Bill who spent two years 
putting the book together with help from 
fellow historians Rosemary Wellings, Alan 
Peacock, Joyce Jones, Elizabeth Hooper 
and the late George Taylor as well as staff 
at The Museum of Harlow. 

“I think Jim’s second manuscript is another 
splendid portrait of the people and the life 
and times of the quiet country town of 
Harlow before the new town came,” he 
said. 

“In his final sentence, Jim says ‘When a 
full record of the more sophisticated 
activities of the new town come to be 
made, surely it will be as interesting as the 
record of times now past’. 

“Thankfully, we do already have some 
publications about the new town - 
including the weekly Nostalgia page in the 
Star - but as yet there is no comprehensive 
work.

DIRECTOR Shekhar Kapur may have 
proven himself to be an artist with 
scant regard for historical accuracy, yet 
this big-budget sequel to 1998’s 
frustrating Elizabeth can’t be faulted 
for its ability to engage and enthral. 
Amid criticisms of populist pandering, 
Kapur has crystallised the complex, 
contrary legend enshrouding the Virgin 
Queen’s life into something tangible, 
digestible and satisfying for a modern 
cinema audience. 

Focusing on her struggle to cling to absolute 
power in the midst of family betrayal and 
threats from Catholic Spain, the film opens in 
1585 - three years before the Armada set sail 
and Elizabeth immortalised herself with the

breathtaking CGI). 

Keenly aware of the shifts in religious and 
political thinking of late-16th century Europe, 
Elizabeth I (Cate Blanchett) finds her reign 
directly challenged by pious Spanish monarch 
Phillip II (Jordi Molla), who is determined to 
use whatever force necessary to return England 
to Catholicism. 

Preparing to go to war to defend her sprawling 
empire, Elizabeth must resist temptation and 
defy her unexpected love for enchanting rogue 
Sir Walter Raleigh (Clive Owen), encouraging 
lady-in-waiting Bess Throckmorton (Abbie 
Cornish) to befriend the dashing seafarer. 

But as Raleigh and Throckmorton’s friendship 


becomes more intimate, Elizabeth’s stoic nature 
begins to crack as an unexpected jealousy 
consumes her, and when a traitorous 
assassination plot is uncovered by her trusted 
advisor Sir Francis Walsingham (Geoffrey Rush), 
her absolute rule is severely undermined and 
England seems on course for destruction. 
Blanchett gives a note-perfect reprisal of her 
role as the Queen who devoted her body and 
soul to the country, while the peerless Rush 
imbues waning Walsingham with a palpable 
sense of desperation and self-deprecation. 
Overlook the historical howlers - Raleigh was 
never part of the battle against the Armada and 
didn’t marry Throckmorton until three years 
later - and the over-indulgent melodrama and 
you’re left with an enjoyable epic that 
successfully synthesises the varied myths of a 
beguiling monarch into an enthralling piece of 
cinema.

FORGET the all-too-familiar cinematic depictions 
of vampires as seductive, impossibly beautiful 
and unnervingly intelligent rogues with a dislike 
for garlic - David Slade’s terrifying riff on the 
bloodsucking myth offers no such consolations.

True crime suffers from gloss over 


LONELY HEARTS 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

The true story of American killers Martha Beck and 
Raymond Martinez Fernandez gets a fourth cinematic 
outing but slaps on too much Hollywood gloss to get 
near the queasy power of the original 1970 cult curio 
The Honeymoon Killers. 

In the late 1940s, Beck and Fernandez worked as a 
team to fleece lonely single women, she posing as his 
sister while he romanced them. But once they had 
their hands on the cash, they brutally murdered their 
victims in a bloodbath of sexual frenzy before moving 
on to trawl the lonely hearts ads for the next target. 
Their eventual trial was a sensation as they cooed at 
each other throughout proceedings until their insanity 
plea was rejected and they were strapped in for a ride 
on Old Sparky at Sing Sing prison in 1951. 

Director Todd Robinson is the grandson of Elmer 
Robinson, one of the two cops who eventually snared 
the killer couple, but he seems more concerned with 
giving his movie a rich visual sheen instead of the grit 
of authenticity. 

The movie’s biggest problem is ironically also its 
greatest asset - there’s no credible way fat, 
domineering gorgon Martha Beck deserves to be 
played by voluptuous Mexican beauty Selma Hayek, 
and yet the smouldering whiff of madness the actress 
brings to her role is easily the most impressive thing 
on show after the great period production design. 
Jared Leto is more convincing casting as toupee- 
wearing lounge lizard Fernandez, while John Travolta 
and James Gandolfini are solid enough as, 
respectively, cops Robinson and Charles Hilderbrandt. 
Following his wife’s suicide in the opening sequence, 
Robinson has a particular pull to the case but the film 
fails to get under his skin in any meaningful way, with 
the inevitable result that it’s the killers who are 
ultimately made more interesting.

THE BLACK CAT 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

Arguably the greatest movie in which Universal horror 
legends Boris Karloff and Bela Lugosi were paired (it 
was also their first), 1934’s The Black Cat owes little 
more than its title to Edgar Allen Poe and yet packs a 
fair amount of madness and - for the time - explicit 
torture into its tight 65 minutes. 

A bland American honeymooning couple in Hungary 
cross paths with the tragic if somewhat sinister 
character of felinophobe Dr Vitus Verdegast (Lugosi), 
a prisoner of war for 15 years now returning to the 
town he once unsuccessfully defended in search of 
his lost wife and daughter. 

When their bus crashes in the mountains, the three 
seek refuge in a weird Expressionist mansion built on 
the site of a famous massacre in the war only to find 
it’s the home of Satan-worshipping architect Hjalmar 
Poelzig (Karloff), the man formerly responsible for 
betraying Verdegast and thousands of others. 

In no time at all, Poelzig - loosely modelled on 
infamous British Satanist Alistair Crowley - lets 
Verdegast in on a few dark secrets regarding his loved 
ones and eyes up the blushing new bride as a likely 
sacrifice for his next sabbat, setting the stage for a 
grim confrontation between these old enemies. 

Karloff and Lugosi are at the top of their game and 



director Edgar G Ulmer (who was also responsible for 
the incredible set design) keeps the tension crackling 
between them in this heady brew of implied 
necrophilia, sadism and revenge while maintaining a 
grim tone of post-war anguish and death.

THE RAVEN 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

After The Black Cat proved to be Universal’s biggest 
hit of the year, the studio promptly reunited Karloff 
and Lugosi in 1935 for another venture under a 
cheekily misappropriated Poe title, although this does 
have marginally more to do with the author and his 
works. 

Lugosi’s clearly the villain of the piece as mad 
neurosurgeon Richard Vollin, a Poe fanatic whose 
obsessive lust for a young female patient spurs him to 
plot her abduction and the murder of her fiance and 
father in his Poe-inspired torture dungeon. 

To help fulfil his deranged dream, he enlists wanted 
criminal Edmond Bateman (Karloff) by using surgery 
to grotesquely deform his features (“Your monstrous 
ugliness breeds monstrous hatred. Good! I can use 
your hate!”) and holding out the possibility of a 
reversal as the carrot. 

In place of The Black Cat's austere chills and sombre 
psychological undercurrents, The Raven offers many 
moments of barnstorming melodrama, but that’s no 
bad thing when they’re done this well.

BRAIN DAMAGE 

(Second Sight, 18, retail) 

With the likes of Basket Case, Frankenhooker and his 
excellent Something Weird video label of rare 


exploitation and B-movies, Frank Henenlotter’s carved 
a unique niche for himself but few movies balance 
his love of the horrific and absurd quite as well as 
1988’s Brain Damage. 

At one level a cautionary tale on the nature of 
addiction, it’s the warped tale of one boy and his 
parasite in which amiable slacker Brian (Rick Herbst) 
encounters the ancient worm-like Aylmer, a chatty 
little blue monster who goes by the name of Elmer 
(perfectly voiced by TV horror host John Zacherley) 
and has a penchant for injecting his hosts with a 
powerful psychedelic fluid in return for a regular 
supply of fresh human brains. 

Although the modest budget shows through 
occasionally, Henenlotter pulls out all the stops for his 
trippy optical shows as Brian wanders the night in 
blissful ignorance that he’s little more than a taxi cab 
taking Elmer out to dine. 

Amid all the gory highlights, this release restores the 
long-missing infamous sequence in which an 
unfortunate young woman encounters the parasite 
while it’s hiding in Brian’s trousers (and, yes, it’s every 
bit as alarming and graphic as you’d expect!). 

But amid all the gross humour, Brain Damage also 
has moments of unexpected subtlety and insight 
concerning the nature and attraction of addiction, 
particularly in a sequence where Brian suffers horrific 
hallucinations and pain as he tries to go cold turkey in 
a seedy motel room only to be gently chided by the 
friendly Aylmer, wiggling alluringly at the edge of the 
sink and singing (what else?) a vaudeville version of 
big band favourite Elmer’s Tune. 

A commentary track by Henenlotter, novelist Bob 
Martin and film-maker Scooter McRae charts a chatty 
course through the bizarre story, although the former 
seems more interested in relating outrageous hooker 
anecdotes from the shoot.

Sports cash 
boost for 
'neglected' 
Staple Tye 



A GROUP set up to 
address the shortage of 
sporting opportunities 
for deprived children in 
the Staple Tye area of 
Harlow has been boost¬ 
ed by a £6,000 windfall. 

The Fun & Fitness Club 
has received a grant from 
the Essex Community 
Foundation’s Local 

Network Fund for children 
and young people. 

This cash will initially pay 
for an eight-week trampolining 
class at Passmores School in 
Tendring Road, Harlow, which 
started on Monday. 

Places on the course are 
subsidized to enable deprived 
families from the Staple Tye 
area to be able to afford them. 

Karen Boylan, who helped 
launch the club, said the 
money will also pay to launch 
gymnastics and cheerleading 
classes in the future, which 
will also be subsidized for 
socially and economically dis¬ 
advantaged children. 

Boylan, a mother-of-three, 
says while money has been

spent on other areas of town - 
including the construction of 
the new sports centre at Mark 
Hall and the multi-million 
pound facility at Velizy Avenue 
which is currently being built - 
the southern part of Harlow 
around Staple Tye has been 
neglected. 

“I think the sports commis¬ 
sion in the town should be 
directed more to the Staple Tye 
area. It’s a deprived area,” 
Boylan explained. 

“We want to start from pre¬ 
schoolers up to teenagers. With 
the help of Passmores second¬ 
ary school and gymnastics 
clubs based there, local young¬ 
sters will be able to participate 
in a 10-week subsidised begin¬ 
ners’ programme in either 
gymnastics or cheerleading.” 

At nearby Stewards School, 
an 8-week subsidised tram¬ 
polining programme will also 
begin soon. 

“Places are limited and will 


be allocated, in the first 
instance, to children fulfilling 
the required criteria, with nor¬ 
mal cost places also available 
for children town 
wide. Courses are enrolling 
this week and are starting after 
half-term.” 

The club is also on the look 
out for coaches and the grant 
will allow it to train gymnasts 
interested in coaching young¬ 
sters. “If you can help, or are 
looking for extra coaching 
hours, get in touch — we need 
you!” said Boylan. 

The club is also looking for 
companies to sponsor a piece 
of equipment. These are often 
expensive — a tumble run is 
approximately £4,500 and a 
vaulting table is £1,800. 

Boylan added: “This is a 
beginners’ programme and not 
only will this give the children 
something to do but working 
with other clubs we hope it 
will be a start to putting 
Harlow back on the map where 
gymnastics and trampolining 
are concerned.”

The Ray of light 
at heart of Hawks

STEVE Ray lifted the lid on 
his 27 years with Harlow 
Town FC as he announced 
he was stepping down as 
club chairman. 

Ray has been chairman since he 
took over from Jeff Bothwell in 
2003. Prior to that he was vice- 
chairman and club secretary. 

He has decided to retire from his role 
due to the pressure of travelling from 
his new home on the Isle of Wight. 
He also has business commitments, 
which are preventing him from 
devoting as much time as he would 
like to his role as chairman. 

Speaking to Star Sport at Saturday’s 
match against AFC Wimbledon, he 
revealed some of the highs and lows 
of his reign, including when the club 
went into administration in 1992 
when it was forced to pull out of the 
Ryman League. 

Ray (53), a vital cog in the club’s 
move to its plush new multi-million 
pound home at Barrows Farm, has 
been made a life vice-president and 
still expects to attend some home 
matches in the future. 

“It’s been fantastic,” he said. “I feel 
quite emotional. But it’s better for the 
club if they have someone who is 
more hands-on. As a chairman you 
have got to have contact with the 
manager. 

“The role of chairman is vital and as 
such needs a hands-on approach. 
Obviously not being local anymore 
makes this impossible for me.” 

The future looked doomed for the 
club went into administration in 
1992. “The lowest point was going 
out of business,” said Ray. “But after 


negotiations with the FA and the 
Ryman League we got back in.” 

The high point was undoubtedly the 
move to the Hawks’ plush new home 
at Barrows Farm last year after more 
than 40 years at the Sportcentre. Ray 
has been pivotal in this move 
alongside Bothwell. 

With his links to Aldershot Town, 
Ray also played the ace card in 
attracting Ryan Kirby, the present 
player-manager, to the club in the 
first place. 


And with Kirby at the helm, the 
Hawks won promotion to the Ryman 
premier division last season with a 
play-off final victory over AFC 
Sudbury. 

“My relationships with the Director 
of Football, Tom Cunningham, and 
manager, Ryan Kirby, has also been 
crucial in the club’s structure and 
success,” Ray explained. 

“I would also like to thank my fellow 
directors, especially Jeff Bothwell 
who has worked tirelessly to get the 


club where it is now.” 

A special presentation was made to 
Ray prior to kick-off on Saturday 
when all the players, managers, staff 
and board lined up to pay their 
respects. 

“I told the committee I did not want 
it to be a sad occasion. I am just 
moving upstairs,” he said. 

Ray has found the journeys from his 
new Isle of Wight home a drain. 

He moved to the island a year ago 
after quitting Harlow, his home for 
more than three decades. 

“The travelling to games is not easy, 
with boats and trains making a round 
trip of nine hours, so weighing this 
all up I have decided to retire from 
my role,” he said. 

Ray first became involved with the 
club back in 1980, shortly after 
Harlow’s greatest hour - the historic 
FA Cup replay victory over a 
Leicester City side that contained a 
young Gary Lineker. 

Ray added: “The unsung heroes are 
the people who give their time 
voluntarily and I would like to pay 
special thanks to those who have 
worked so hard for the club over the 
years.” 

Among those paying tribute to Ray 
was Harlow’s managing director 
Gary Lewis. He said: “The directors 
would like to thank Steve for his 
personal input to the club. He is a 
man that has enormous energy and 
drive and his input will be greatly 
missed.” 

Player-boss Kirby added: “Twenty- 
seven years, particularly at a non- 
League club, is incredible. You look 
at what he has gone through and he 
has stuck at it. All his hard efforts 
have got us to this stadium and to 
win promotion - it has not been for 
nothing. 

“Now it is down to me to get us 
cemented in this division.”

Athletics coach is a 
Womble at heart 

THERE were divided loyalties for Harlow- 
based Essex county athletics manager John 
Stow when he watched his beloved 
Wimbledon at Barrows Farm on Saturday. 

Stow (54), who coaches talented local ath¬ 
letes including Aidan Lee, Daniel Yaxley and 
Mark Hunt, moved to Harlow in 1982, but is 
originally from South London, and he has 
supported AFC Wimbledon since the Dons 
moved to Milton Keynes a few years ago. 

The athletics supremo first went to Plough 
Lane, the Dons’ old home, in 1965 in a 
Southern League match and watched their 
climb through the leagues as they were pro¬ 
moted to the Football League in 1977 and 
then won the FA Cup when Lawrie Sanchez’s 
winner gave the Wombles the spoils in a 
shock win over Liverpool in 1988.

The supporters formed AFC Wimbledon in 
2002 after the club quit London to move to 
the National Hockey Stadium in Milton 
Keynes, Buckinghamshire.

Club look to appoint new 
chairman as Ray retires 


IT could be at least a month before the 
Hawks have a new chairman after the 
surprise retirement of Steve Ray, which 
was announced at Saturday’s game 
against AFC Wimbledon.
